[0003] The request stream from each different initiator can be described as a thread. 
If a DRAM scheduler does not re-order requests from the same thread, intra-thread 
request order is maintained, and the overall DRAM request order is simply an 
interleaving of the sequential per-thread request streams. This is the definition of 
Sequential Consistency, the strongest memory ordering model available for systems that 
include multiple initiator components. [[](For further discussion regarding Sequential 
Consistency, see [L.] Leslie Lamport[.]
